c) Claim 7, line 10: "gas-phase sensor;" has been replaced with - gas-phase 
sensor measuring carbon dioxide above the aqueous solution; ~ ; and 
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d) Claim 12, line 10: replace "gas-phase sensor," has been replaced with -- 
gas-phase sensor measuring carbon dioxide above the aqueous solution, ~. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

A) Claim 1 has been amended to require that the apparatus consists essentially 
of 

a) an electrochemical cell comprising: 1) a diamond-film electrode; ii) a 
reference electrode; iii) an aqueous solution; and iv) a counter electrode; 
and 

b) one or more carbon dioxide sensors, including at least one gas-phase 
sensor. 

In Glesener as modified by Swain , Kunimatsu or Zen the apparatus 
requires a combustion system, which includes a number of substantial 
components. See in Glesener col. 04:59-67 and in Qian et al. "Automated High- 
Performance, High-temperature Combustion Total Organic Carbon Analyzer," 
Anal. Chem. 1996, 68, 3090-3097, which is cited by Glesener, see the abstract 
and Figure 1 . 
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B) Claims 2-6 and 8-1 1 depend directly or indirectly from allowable claim 1 . 

C) Claim 7, step d), has been amended to require the step of measuring the 
amount of carbon dioxide produced in step c) using one or more carbon dioxide 
sensors, including at least one gas-phase sensor measuring carbon dioxide 
above the aqueous solution. 

Claim 12, step d), has been amended to require the step of measuring the 
amount of carbon dioxide produced in step c) using two or more carbon dioxide 
sensors, including at least one gas-phase sensor measuring carbon dioxide 
above the aqueous solution. 

In Glesener as modified by Swain, Kunimatsu or Zen sample is removed 
from a sample vial and fluidly transported to a column for combustion and then 
what is produced is conveyed to another column for measuring the carbon 

dioxide content. See in Glesener col. 04:59-67 and in Qian et al. "Automated 
High-Performance, High-temperature Combustion Total Organic Carbon 
Analyzer," Anal. Chem. 1996, 68, 3090-3097, which is cited by Glesener, see the 
abstract and Figure 1 . 

D) Claim 13 depends from allowable claim 12.
